The specification is not 
enabling other than transgenic Brassica overexpressinq ECS and a method for using said Brassica for enhanced heavy metal 
accumulation. A patent has been issued to Applicant for claims drawn to a transgenic Brassica and a method of using it for 
phvtoremediation. 

On page 1 1 . 1 st full paragraph, of the response filed 06/25/05. Applicant asserts that the claims are indifferent to whether the plants 
display increased or decreased heavy metal tolerance. However. Applicant has provided no evidence showing non-metal tolarant 
plants are suitable for phvtoremediation. Applicant's reguest for a pre-appeal brief conference is noted. However, such practice is not 
vet available . 
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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: arguments regarding the scope of enablement 
rejection (112, 1st paragraph) to all claims are duplicatives of those previously adressed. These arguments are not persuasive for the 
reasons of record. 
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
